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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fornfi the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1, 3-8, 11, 13-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Faisandier (US 5,800,473). 

Faisandier discloses a programmer 300 having a display window on the 

programmer screen 350. 

The examiner is interpreting a first module listing a plurality of cardiac rhythm 
management system device families to comprise the codes that the programmer 300 
compares for implant objects with already known (e.g., an available list of objects in the 
programmer software 320, which is preferably dynamically managed and safeguarded 
in a configuration file) (step 30, FIG. 2). 

A plurality of second modules is interpreted as comprising the updating of the 
programmer configuration provided by the connection administrator to complete its 
software and to adapt the programmer to the implant (steps 50 and 70, FIG. 2). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 9, 10, 12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Faisandier (US 5,800,473). 

Faisandier shows all of the claimed features except for displaying information 

selected from NGB code. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to include the NGB 
code for the programmed parametric data because the NGB codes describe the implant 
parameters needed and because Faisandier teaches most of data of an implant can be 
contained in a description in the form of a metalanguage, but the recourse to a 
precompiled code should remain accessible for the integration with original objects. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/7/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's assertion that Faisandier does not disclose a listing of a 
plurality of cardiac rhythm management system device families is without merit. 
Faisandier teaches the List-Of-objects includes a table containing an object number and 
an object name. Fig. 1 shows a plurality of families disclosed as a display of software 
objects in a listing on a user interface display. 
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A "module" is a part of a program that performs a distinct function, steps 50 and 
70 in Falsandler are distinct functions. Falsandler teaches the display window of 
programmer 330 has classic display adjustment controls and that the display data 235 
or 236 can be displayed in a conventional manner. See col.6, lines 13-17.
